T.J.C.'s  golfers  who  captured  the  championship  of  the  Junior  College  Con- 
ference and  added  two  more  trophies  to  those  already  in  the  Union  Room 
case.    A  twenty-one  gun  salute  to  you,  champs! 

The  six  man  team  composed  of  Hank  Pociask,  Richard  Gurzynski,  Bob 
Isaac,  Walter  Kellen,  Milan  Popovich,  and  Harry  Mc  Kee  drove  straight  down 
the  fairway  for  an  all  win  season.  Coach  Mendenhall  expressed  surprise  and 
gratification  that  the  three  year  old  organization  should  so  soon  land  on  top. 

The  competition  this  year  was  not  easy  and  included  Evanston,  which 
had  the  lowest  scoring  player  in  the  conference,  Joliet,  La  Grange,  Morton, 
Herzl  Wright,  and  North  Park. 

The  championship  tournament  was  held  on  Monday,  October  25,  1948,  at 
the  Calumet  Country  Club.  The  course  was  muddy  and  the  sky  was  overcast, 
but  under  Coach  Mendenhall's  splendid  coaching,  the  team  went  in  there 
with  skill  and  determination.  The  Pep-Cats  went  along  to  keep  score  for  the 
men  and  give  them  moral  support.  The  results  of  the  tournament  are  as 
follows:  Thornton  was  first  with  861  and  Wright  second  with  885.  Other  scores 
were  Joliet,  902,  La  Grange,  937,  and  North  Park,  994.  Evanston,  Morton,  and 
Herzl  were  also  entered  in  the  meet  and  finished  behind  North  Park  in  that 
order.  Second  medalist  was  Hank  Pociask  of  Thornton,  whose  85-76  was  the 
chief  factor  in  our  victory.  Six  men  represented  each  school,  but  only  the 
lowest  five  scores  were  taken. 

The  sailing  was  not  always  clear,  but  the  team  had  its  compass  set  in  the 
right  direction,  and  it  reached  port  under  full  sail.  The  season  closed  with  high 
hopes  and  a  new  interest  in  winning  another  trophy  next  year.

The  place:  Just  north  of  J.C.'s  Annex — the  tennis  courts,  to  be  exact.  There 
we  see  six  men  and  a  coach  furiously  working  out.  Backhands  are  flourished 
with  wild  abandon;  forehand  smashes  are  smashed;  and  balls  zoom  danger- 
ously close  to  enthralled  spectators. 

Ah,  yes,  'tis  tennis,  or  more  specifically,  the  tennis  team.  These  boys 
really  go  out  for  practice  in  a  big  way,  and  with  the  tough  schedule  they  have 
to  play,  it's  little  wonder.  The  captain  of  this  long-legged  sextet  is  Bob  Mentz, 
who  last  year,  along  with  Ed  Klocke,  took  the  conference  doubles.  Dick 
Jaeschke,  Dave  Rohe,  Wayne  Markee,  Earl  Ebers,  and  Don  Blew  complete  the 
team  that  is  training  hard  to  win  over  the  competition  offered  by  such  schools 
as  Morgan  Park,  Herzl,  and  Evanston. 

Although  this  is  only  the  third  year  tennis  has  been  offered  as  an  organ- 
ized sport,  the  "Racketeers"  feel  confident  that  under  the  expert  coaching  of 
Coach  Mendenhall  and  with  their  own  enthusiasm  and  spirit,  they  can  make 
this  a  red-letter  year  in  tennis  for  the  good  ship  U.S.S.T.J.C.
